SECTION AND WILL TRY TO REDUCE THE ZOOPLANKTON TO ONE. 

THE U.S. SIDE NEEDS ANSWERS ASAP TO QUESTIONS ASKED IN 
PREVIOUS CORRESPONDENCE CONCERNING THE SHIP. THE U.S. 

SIDE ALSO NEEDS FURTHER INFORMATION ON THE TIMING OF THE 
CRUISE. WE UNDERSTAND THAT IT MAY TAKE PLACE MID- JULY 
THROUGH THE END OF AUGUST. 

5. THE U.S. SIDE IS AWARE OF SOVIET INTEREST IN THE 
TECHNICON. PUTZ AND MCLAUGHLIN WILL BE IN TOUCH WITH 
TECHNICON PEOPLE WITH WHOM YOU HAVE SPOKEN IN MOSCOW. WE 
EXPECT TO HAVE A TECHNICON AUTO ANALYSER AND APPROPRIATE 
TECHNICAL SUPPORT. U.S. DELEGATION WILL BE PREPARED TO 
DISCUSS THIS AND OTHER EQUIPMENT MATTERS IN DETAIL AT 
MOSCOW MEETING.
